$ In accordance with the 1832 lottery Acts, 96 surveyors were hired, But there turned out to be only 93 
districts so three gold districts in Section 1 were assigned two surveyors each instead of one. These 
districts were divided north and south and because the surveyors used the same lot numbers, the Section 
number was designated as either 7N (north) or 7S (south) to distinguish between them. The land lots were 
supposed to measure 100 to 160 acres and the "gold" lots 40 acres, but there were numerous excesses 
and deficiencies as the surveyors found more or less land in a district than expected, e.g., instead of 160 
acres, there's a lot with 127.9 acres and another with 205.75 acres (from Cadle, citation is below).
